The  Cotton  Biyisioa  has  just  recently  corapleted  tv/o  iiev/  Cotton,  Glassixig 
Offices  at  Austin  and  Ahilene,  The  third  office  -aader  conatructioa  is  at 
Luhboclc,  These  offices  embody  the  ultimate  in  classing  offices ^ Hiunidity 
control  in  the  sample  room  and  complete  air  conditioning  for  all  working 
areas  w.as  included. 

The  Austin  and  Abilene  Offices  conta.in  approximately  sq-aare  feet  and 

about  2„000  of  that  is  In  the  sample  room  proper  v;h6re  40  jMacbeth  Sxamolites 
have  been  installed.  This  permits  a light  of  80  to  90  foot  candles  and  is 
equivalent  to  daylight. 

The  Lubbock  Office  will  be  ready  about  September  15  ana  contains  17,500 
square  feet  with  about  9,500  square  feet  in  tho  sample  room.  This  room 
contains  210  Examolites  and  is  sufficient  for  60  cotton  ciassers.  This 
one  office  alone  generally  employes  about  150  teraporai'y  ciassers,  clerks  and 
laborers  during  the  classing  season.  More  than  1,300,000  Dales  were  classed 
in  Lubbock  this_past  season# 

All  Classing  Offices  in  the  Southwestern  Area  are  now  air  conditioned  and 
equipped  with  artificial  classing  lights.  The  Cotton  Division  is  justly 
proud  of  these  modern  offices  and  they  are  a far  cry  from  the  early  classing 
offices  occupied  in  the  late  1920 ’a,

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During  late rlgow^lcbnd i t i o n s in  the 
North  Texas  area  the  Secretary 

of  Agriculture  for  the  issuance  of  a Federal  Milk  Mai'keting  Order  to 
regulate  the  orderly  marketing  of  their  milk»  As  a result  of  preliminary 
investigations  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  a public  hearing,  an 
order  was  issued  which  became  effective  October  1,  1951e 
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Each  order  provides  for  the  appointment,  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture j of  an  agent  to  administer  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the 
regulations  as  it  applies  to  the  marketing  area»  This  agent,  known  as  a 
market  administrator,  receives  reports  from  handlers  relative  to  their 
receipts  and  utilization  of  milk,  and  is  responsible  for  the  auditing  of 
handlers*  books  and  records  to  insure  that  farmers  are  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  prices  established  under  the  order  for  all  the  milk  shipped  into 
the  market©  His  office  also  calculates  and  announces  the  minimum  prices 
for  each  class  of  milk  and  the  uniform  producer  price  for  the  market, 
according  to  the  formulas  specified  in  the  order.

As  a further  protection  to  farmers 
not  memhers  of  a q,ualified  producer  co- 
operative!, the  market  administrator  is 
responsihle  for  check  weighing  and  test- 
ing the  milk  as  it  is  received  at  plants 
of  handlers®  !Phe  cost  of  performing  this 
latter  service  is  home  hj  the  producers 
receiving  the  service,  while  the  general 
administrative  work  of  the  entire  order 
is  financed  hy  an  assessment  levied 
against  the  handlers  subject  to  the  reg- 
ulation, The  rate  of  assessment  is  es- 
tablished by  the  order,  and  r^ually  va- 
ries in  amount  from  I to  5 cents  per  100 
pounds  of  milk,  depending  on  the  size  of 
the  market  and  the  amount  of  services 
rendered.  Data  submitted  by  individual 
handlers  are  confidential  information, 
but  the  information  so  obtained  can  be 
combined  and  submitted  in  such  a way  that 
it  is  beneficial  to  the  entire  market,

LATEST  USDA  SURVEY  SHOWS 
MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS  INCREASING 

Approximately  one- third  of  all  the 
milk  sold  wholesale  by  UeS«  farmers  is 
marketed  under  terms  of  federal  milk 
marketing  orders®  This  means  that  about 
half  the  urban  population  of  the  II® S,  is 
being  served  through  milk  marketing  orders 
by  approximately  190,000  farmers  operating 
under  them  , This  contrasts  sharply  with 
the  days  when  farmers  lacked  cooperative 
marketing  bargain  power  an  d were  often 
powerless  in  the  grip  of  ruinous  price 
fluctuations®  There  were  price  wars  which 
sometimes  led  to  violence  and  the  dumping 
of  milk  on  the  ground, 

federal  Milk  Orders  establish  an  orderly 
system  of  marketing  xmder  which  the  far- 
mer receives  a fair  price  for  his  milk, 

Th^  may  not  be  issued  until  requested  by 
dairy  farmers  affected  and  must  be  approv- 
^ed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  dairy 
farmers  affected  by  the  marketing  order.
